Rules  Governing  Candidates  and  Examiners. 

1 .  The  Examining  Committees  shall  meet  with  the  classes  at  9  a.  m.  on  the  day  be- 
fore the  openings  of  the  conference  session, 

2.  So  far  as  practicable,  the  examinations  shall  be  written. 

4.  Tiie  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according-  to  the  schedule  herewith 
given. 

4.  At  tlie  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the  examiners  shall  pre- 
pare their  lists  of  questions  "when  there  are  any  candidates"  and  send  them  to  the  chair- 
man; the  chairman  will  forward  the  questions  to  the  candidate  who  will  send  the  an- 
swers to  the  one  who  prepared  the  questions.  The  examiner  shall  send  the  grades  to 
the  registrar. 

5.  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall  subject  the  candi- 
d.ite  to  re  examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

6.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  examinations  on  the 
English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades,  subject  to  the  acceptance  of  th^ 
Board  of  Examiners 

7.  Each  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his  examiner  every  essay,  sermon  or 
syllabus  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  opening  of  the. conference  session. 
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Rules  of  Order. 

I.  The  conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  adjourn  at  11:45  a.  m.  The 
tirst  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  relig-ious  services. 

II.  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  secretary  shall  read  the  minutes 
of  the  previous  day,  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or  approved. 

III.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  the 
conference;  but,  in  case  of  such  an  appeal,  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

TV.  Sec.  I.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Presiding- 
Elder  or  Elders  and  confirmed  by  the  conference.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  other 
committees,  unless  the  names  are  contained  in  the  motion,  or  the  conference  orders  other- 
wise. Each  committee  shall  choc-^e  its  own  chairman;  but  the  first  named  shall  call  the 
first  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Aiuliting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons;  one  of  these  mem- 
bers shall  be  the  assistant  treasurer;  another  shall  be  the  statistical  secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  reports  of  the  statistical 
secretary,  the  treasurer,  and  of  the  presiding  elder. 

V.  All  motions  and  resolutions  sliall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  bv  Secretary' 
or  President. 

VI.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  and  seconded,  or  report  presented  and 
read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession  of  the 
conference;  but  any  motion  or  resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  second,  any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII.  The  following  motions  may  be  presented  when  a  motion  is  before  the  house 
and  they  have  precedence  in  the  order  named,  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer  or  recommit,  substitute,  amend  and 
to  postpone  indefinitely. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  and  no  more 
than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  conference;  nor  shall  any  member 
speak  more  than  once  until  every  one  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX.  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted,  or  rejected,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

X.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  conference  without 
leave,  unless  sickness  or  some  other  lawful  reason  compels  it. 

XI.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  question,  unless  he  be  within  the  bar, 
at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  unless  he  has  been  granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  con- 
ference. 

XII.  ' 'Every  member  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  of  the  putting  of  a  question,  shall 
vote  unless  excused  by  the  conference. 

XIII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

XIV.  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  the  conference,  and  shall 
not  J^ermit  any  one  to  have  any  of  these  papers,  during  tire  interval  of  the  conference, 
except  bv  the  permission  of  the  conference. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  President  to  see  that  these  rules  are  observed;  but  it 
may  be  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  conference  to  call  his'  attention  to  the  viola- 
tion of  these  rules . 

XVI.  The  rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  last  General  Conference  shall  be  authority 
on  all  questions  not  referred  to  or  fully  treated  in  tlie  above.

Dr.  Oldham's  Address — W.  F.  Oldham  ad- 
dressed the  conference  on  the  work  in  Japan  and  $225 
was  pledged  to  the  Sapporo  District,  of  which  Rev. 
C.  W.  Huett  is  presiding  elder. 
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Order  For  Candidates — On  motion  of  W.  W. 
Van  Diisen  it  was  ordered  that  all  candidates  for  ad- 
mission on  trial,  for  full  connection  and  for  restoration 
to  the  effective  relation  be  required  to  appear  before 
the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations. 

Adjournment — The  committees  were  called,"  an- 
nouncements were  made,  and  the  conference  stood 
adjourned  by  expiration  of  time.  Bishop  Cranston 
pronounced  the  benediction. 


SECOND  SESSION. 

Second  Day,  August  29,  1902. 
Opening — At  8:30  the  conference  was  led  in  its 
devotions  by  Dr.  A.  N.  Fisher,  and  at  9  Bishop 
Cranston  resumed  the  chair  and  called  for  the  reading 
of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  session.  They  were 
found  to  be  correct  and  were  approved. 

Character  of  Elders — Question  XIII  was  again 
called  and  reports  were  had  from  J.  D.  Gillilan,  O. 
A.  White,  J.  M.  Wilder,  A.  W.  Hartshorn  and  W. 
M.  Crowther. 

Question  X — An  examination  of  Question  X 
showed  that  J.  D.  Bird  and  N.  M.  Temple  have  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study,  and  the  former  was  elected 
to  elder's  orders,  the  latter  having  been  previously 
elected  and  ordained  under  the  "missionary  rule.*" 
Henry  W.  Parker,  F.  T.  Howell  and  Charles  E. 
Botts  were  continued  in  the  class  of  the  fourth  year. 

Question  V — "Who  are  continued  on  trial  in  the 
studies  of  the  second  3^ear.^"  Thomas  Johns,  C.  A. 
Edwards,  H.  H.  Newman  and  W.  J.  Harvey  having 
completed  the  work  of  the  first  year  on  trial,  were 
advanced  to  the  class  of  the  second  year.  Samuel 
Allison  and  W.  W.  Switzer  were  continued  in  the 
class  of  the  fiist  year  on  trial,  while  A.  N,  Brooks  and 
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J.  jL.  Springer  were  discontinued  at  their  own  request. 

W.  W.  Deal  Received — W.  W.  Deal  was  at  the 
request  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations, 
received  on  trial. 

Supernumeraries — On  motion  of  the  presidincr 
elder,  W.  J.  Barker,  T.  W.  Atkinson,  W.  C.  Price, 
J.  R.  Yost  and  G.  W.  Winterburn  were  continued  in 
the  supernumerary  relation  with  the  request  that  G. 
W.  Winterburn  be  asked  to  take  a  location  before  the 
end  of  the  year  or  be  cited  for  trial. 

Robinson  Referred — W.  T.  Robinson  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations. 

Howell  Superannuated- -On  motion  of  the 
presiding  elder,  F.  T.  Howell  was  changed  from  the 
supernumerary  to  the  superannuated  relation. 

Committee  Elected — The  list  of  Triers  of  Ap- 
peals was  renominated  and  elected. 

Introductions — ^J.  M.  Hixon,  A.  N.  Fisher, 
Hon.  E.  M.  Cranston  and  E.  M.  Mills  were  intro- 
duced. Dr.  Fisher  presented  the  claims  of  the  Pacific 
Christian  Advocate,  of  which  he  is  the  editor,  and  Dr. 
Mills  represented  the  Twentieth  Century  Thank-Of- 
fering  Fund. 

Adjournment — The  committees  were  called,  an- 
nouncements were  made  and  adjournment  was  had  b}^ 
expiration  of  time.  Dr.  Fisher  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction. 


THIRD  SESSION. 

Third  Day,  August  30,  1902. 
Opening— At  8:30,  T.  C.'Iliff  conducted  the  de- 
votions, and  at  9  Bishop  Cranston  resumed  the  chair. 
The  minutes  were  found  correct  when  read. 

Admitted  on  Trial — ^J.  M.  Hixon  was  admitted 
on  trial  in  the  class  of  the  first  3'ear. 
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Supernumerary — At  his  own  request  D.  M. 
Shannon  was  granted  the  supernumerary  relation. 

Location  Granted — At  his  own  request,  F.  J. 
Bradley  was  granted  a  certificate  of  location. 

Resolution  on  J.  W.  Edgar — W.  W.  Van 
Dusen  presented  a  resolution  on  J.  W.  Edgar,  that  he 
be  not  transferred  Until  he  has  satisfactorily  explained 
his  absence  and  accounted  for  missionary  money  re- 
ceived. 

Location  Recommended — Committee  on  Con- 
ference Relations  reported  on  W.  T.  Robinson,  rec- 
ommending his  location;  otherwise  that  he  be  cited 
for  trial. 

Boise  Chosen — On  motion  of  I.  F.  Roach,  Boise 
was  chosen  as  the  place  for  the  next  session.  N.  M. 
Temple  had  nominated  Idaho  Falls. 

Statistics  Read — The  reports  of  the  Statistical 
Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  were  read  and  adopted, 
and  ordered  made  a  part  of  the  printed  record. 

Paid  on  Account — On  motion  of  W.  W.  Van 
Dusen  it  was  ordered  that  this  Conference  pay  $50  to 
the  Columbia  River  Conference  on  account,  the  re- 
mainder, if  any,  to  be  paid  next  3'ear. 

Minutes  to  be  Published — On  motion  of  the 
secretary  it  was  ordered  that  the  minutes  of  this  ses- 
sion be  published,  and  a  collection  of  $60  was  taken 
for  that  purpose. 

Committees  Report — The  following  committees 
presented  their  reports,  which  were  adopted:  Benevo- 
lences, Conference  Stewards,  Periodicals,  Education, 
Temperance,  State  of  the  Church,  Woman's  Work. 

Willamette,  Donee — On  motion  of  J.  M.  Wilder 
it  was  ordered  that  the  educational  collections  be 
given  to  the  Willamette  University. 
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Preachers'  Aid  Society — C.  E  Helman  pre- 
sented a  resolution  on  the  formation  of  a  Preachers' 
Aid  Society,  and  C.  E.  Hehnan,  J.  M.  Wilder  and  1. 
F.  Roach  were  appointed  to  draft  a  constitution  and 
b3'-laws  for  the  same. 

Requests  Prorated — On  motion  of  the  Secre- 
tary the  amounts  asked  for  by  the  Episcopal  Fund 
and  for  General  Conference  entertainment  were  re- 
ferred to  the  presiding  elder  for  apportionment  among 
the  various  charges. 

Conference  Historian — On  motion  of  W.  W. 
Van  Dusen  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  F.  J.  Brad- 
ley for  the  work  already  done  as  Conference  Histo- 
rian, and  he  was  continued  in  that  office. 

Examiners  Appointed  —  Bishop  Cranston  ap- 
pointed N.  M.  Temple  and  J.  D.  Bird  members  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Examination  to  fill  vacancies. 

Missionary  Sermon — C,  A.  Edwards  was  ap- 
pointed to  preach  the  missionary  sermon  next  year, 
with  I.  F.  Roach  alternate. 

Conference  Academy— C.  E.  Todd  and  N.  M. 
Temple  were  appointed  on  the  Committee  of  Loca- 
tion of  proposed  Conference  Academy. 

Power  to  Dispose — On  motion  of  C.  E.  Helman, 
he  was  given  power  to  dispose  of  surplus  books  now 
in  his  hands. 

Anent  Adjournment — It  was  ordered  that  when 
we  adjourn,  we  do  so  to  meet  about  4  o'clock. 

Dr.  Iliff — T.  C.  Iliff  was  introduced  and  ad- 
dressed the  conference  on  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension . 

Adjournment — Adjourned  by  expiration  of  time. 
Bishop  Cranston  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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FOURTH  SESSION. 

Third  Day — Afternoon. 
Opening — Conference  reconvened  at  4:15,  Bishop 
Cranston  in  the  chair,  and  the  minutes  were  approved. 

Supernumerary — At  his  own  request,  A.  W. 
Hartshorn  was  granted  the  supernumerary  relation. 

Apportionments — C.  E.  Todd  read  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Missionary  Apportionments. 

Nomination  Committee — On  motion  of  C.  E. 
Hehiian,  it  was  ordered  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  nominate  seven  trustees.  W.  W,  Van  Dusen,  J. 
D.  GilHlan  and  O.  A.  White  were  appointed  by  the 
Bishop. 

Anent  Adjournment — It  was  moved  that  when 
we  adjourn,  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  9:30  this  evening. 

Sunday's  Work — The  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  include  the  proceedings  of  tomorrow,  Sunday,  in 
the  minutes. 

Adjournment — Announcements  were  made  and 
the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Van  Dusen. 


FIFTH  SESSION. 

Third  Day — Evening. 
Opening — At  9:30  o'clock,  after  addresses  by  Dr. 
Coleman  and  -Dr.  Iliff,  Bishop  Cranston  resumed  the 
chair. 

Incorporation  and  Trustees — C.  E.  Helman 
presented  resolutions  looking  to  the  incorporation  of 
this  body.  Following  are  the  names  of  rhe  trustees 
as  elected  for  three  years:  J.  D.  Gillilan,  C.  E.  Helman, 
I.  F.  Roach;  two  years,  W.  W.  Van  Dusen,  O.  A. 
White;  one  year,  J.  D.  Bird,  N.  M.  Temple. 
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Conference  Board — Conference  Board  of  Church 
Extension  was  elected. 

Complimentary — W.  J.  Harvey  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Complimentary  Resolutions. 

Adjournment — On  motion  of  C.  E.  Helman  it 
was  ordered  that  upon  the  reading  of  the  journal  and 
of  the  appointments,  the  conference  stand  adjourned 
sine  die. 

The  appointments  were  read.  Dr.  Coleman  pro- 
nounced the  benediction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDING  ELDER. 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren: 

We  began  the  year  with  twenty-eight  charges,  and 
we  close  with  thirty.  The  first  change  occurred  a 
few  da3's  after  conference.  It  was  that  of  separating 
Glenn^s  Ferry  from  Shoshone,  at  the  earnest  request 
of  the  former.  The  Rev.  J.  S.  McCain  was  secured 
to  serve  as  supply  for  Shoshone,  while  Glenn's  Ferry 
retained  the  pastor  which  had  been  assigned  to  both 
places. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  a  suitable  pastor 
for  the  Junction  Circuit,  so  by  the  consent  of  Bishop 
Mallalieu  the  missionary  money  appropriated  to  this 
place  was  used  at  Shoshone.  Junction  is  a  field  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  our  careful  attention, 
and  the  people  are  urging  that  a  pastor  be  sent  them. 

De  Lamar,  Silver  City  and  Jordan  Valley  was  sup- 
plied for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  by  the  Rev. 
T.  D.  Saffell,  a  local  preacher.  Since  he  gave  up  the 
field  it  has  been  pastorless.  The  work  has  suffered 
through  neglect,  but  we  believe  in  its  recuperative 
power  if  the  right  man  can  be  found  to  take  charge 
of  it. 

Albion  was  for  some  time  without  a  pastor.  Prof. 
G.  G.  Haley,  a  member  of  this  conference,  kept  the 
work  going  the  best  he  could  until  I  obtained  the  ser- 
vices of  T,  J.  Barkle,  who  has  filled  out  the  year. 

About  two  weeks  after  the  last  conference  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Edgar  left  his  work,  the  Vale  Circuit,  going  to 
the  Puget  Sound  Conference.  Vale  has  been  supplied 
a  part  of  the  time.  The  circuit  needs  the  care  of  an 
able  pastor,  and  under  proper  attention  will  respond 
admirably.  At  Dell,  one  point  on  this  work,  we  have 
a  church  building  which  has  been  of  no  service  to  the 
cause  for  a  half  dozen  or  more  years.  A  few  months 
ago  Rev.  W.  W.  Deal  went  there  and  organized  a 
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Sunday  School.  The  presiding  elder  also  made  one 
trip  to  this  place  and  inquired  into  the  situation.  We 
are  persuaded  that  here  is  an  important  and  growing 
field  which  must  have  attention  at  once.  The  people 
appear  to  be  anxious  for  a  shepherd.  Malheur  City 
and  Ironside  will  constitute  a  portion  of  this  enlarged 
Vale  Circuit. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  Brother  F.  J.  Brad- 
ley, our  pastor  at  Haines,  Oregon,  retired  from  the 
pastorate,  and  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Mower  was  transferred 
to  us  from  the  Philadelphia  Conference. 

Until  seven  weeks  ago  Blackfoot  was  under  the 
ministr}^  of  Rev.  S.  T.  Hawkins.  Brother  Hawkins 
desired  to  be  allowed  to  go  to  Long  Valley  in  the 
central  part  of  Idaho,  and  organize  the  work  in  that 
region.  His  desire  was  gratified.  Blackfoot  has  been 
supplied  by  local  helpers  and  neighboring  pastors. 

Salubria  and  Cambridge  gladly  received  as  their 
pastor  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Springer,  a  probationer.  He 
began  the  year  with  great  promise  of  success,,  but  in 
a  few  months  was  forced  through  illness  to  give  up 
his  work.  His  place  was  taken  by  Rev.  J.  Mussell, 
a  local  preacher,  who  has  filled  out  the  year. 

Three  new  churches  and  one  parsonage  have  been 
built  during  the  3'ear,  and  at  Weiser,  a  fourth  church 
is  now  in  process  of  construction. 

The  first  of  these  churches  was  built  at  Mackay,  a 
town  of  nearly,  or  quite  a  thousand  people,  where 
fifteen  months  ago  there  was  not  a  building  of  any 
kind  save  one  log  farmhouse.  Rev.  J.  L.  Kendall, 
the  pastor,  secured  from  the  promoters  of  the  town 
six  desirable  lots,  and  proceeded  to  erect  a  church. 
As  a  result  we  have  a  neat  and  commodious  building 
costing  $i,6oo,  and  it  is  nearly  paid  for. 

Sumpter  is  a  town  of  eastern  Oregon.  For  two  or 
three  years  our  people  have  held  the  field  by  worship- 
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in  a  hired  hall.  Four  months  ago  the  pastor, 
Rev.  J.  M.  Wilder,  a  man  of  mighty  faith  and  cor- 
responding deeds,  bought  a  Httle  book  which  he  called 
his  "autograph  album,"  and  began  to  take  names,  and 
promises,  and  money.  As  a  result  we  now  have  a 
church  costing  $3,000,  and  there  is  need  of  less  than 
$300  more  in  order  to  dedicate  the  building  free  from 
debt. 

Nampa  is  a  growing  town  at  the  crossing  of  the 
railways.  Eighteen  months  ago  we  had  no  organiza- 
tion at  Nampa.  We  organized  ■  with  a  handful  and 
set  them  at  work.  Rev.  F.  J.  Long  was  secured 
as  pastor.  He  has  been  a  successful  leader.  We 
now  have  a  membership  of  nearl}^  one  hundred  per- 
sons, and  the  new  brick  structure  is  to  be  dedicated 
next  Sunday.  The  building  has  cost  nearly  $3,500 
and  is  out  of  debt . 

Weiser  is  an  important  place  at  the  point  where  the 
Pacific  &  Idaho  Northern  Railroad  takes  its  departure 
to  the  Seven  Devils  and  Thunder  Mountain.  Here 
is  a  town  of  three  thousand  people.  The  present  pas- 
tor, W.  W.  Deal  and  his  earnest  people  are  now  en- 
gaged in  a  large  undertaking,  that  of  building  a  church 
to  cost  about  $3,500. 

In  the  building  of  these  churches  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  has  contributed  $1,650  in  dona- 
tions.    In  no  case  has  a  loan  been  asked  for. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  pastor.  Rev.  J.  M. 
Hixon,  our  people  at  Soldier  have  built  and  nearly 
paid  for  a  parsonage.  This  is  on  a  country  circuit 
where  two  years  ago  we  had  but  few  members  and 
no  property  of  any  kind.  Now^  we  have  property 
costing  $2,200  and  less  than  $100  indebtedness. 

At  Idaho  Falls  we  have  purchased  a  very  desirable 
lot  adjoining  the  church,  and  a  parsonage  to  cost 
$  1 ,800  is  being  erected  .     This  societ}'  has  done  heroic 
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work  and  about  $i,ooo  has  been  raised  and  expended 
on  old  debts  and  improvements.  Her  plans  for  the 
future  are  full  of  inspiration  and  promise. 

At  Boise  our  people  have  purchased  three  desirable 
lots  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  a  church  and  par- 
sonage. A  chapel  in  the  north  part  of  town,  owned 
by  this  church,  has  a  successful  Sunday  School.  This 
building  has  been  enlarged  recently  at  a  cost  of  $300. 
The  ladies  of  this  church  have  created  a  fund  of  $700 
for  the  purpose  of  building  or  purchasing  a  parsonage. 

Baker  City  has  raised  and  paid  out  $600  during 
the  year  on  old  debts  and  improvements. 

Glenn's  Ferry  has  a  bell  tower  and  bell  which  have 
been  acquired  during  the  year. 

Hailey,  Meridian  and  Ontario  have  improved  their 
property . 

Payette  has  put  new  seats  in  the  church  and  new 
paper  on  the  wall,  at  a  cost  of  ^225,  and  St.  Anthony 
has  paid  ^200  in  debts. 

Middleton  has  expended  $100  in  paint  on  the 
churches  at  Boise  Valley  and  Central  Park,  and  Poca- 
tcllo  has  expended  $335  in  improvements. 

The  report  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  of  the 
Statistical  Secretary  will,  we  think,  show  a  large  in- 
crease in  all  the  benevolent  contributions  for  the  3'ear. 

MINISTERIAl.  SUPPORT. 

The  support  of  our  pastors  is  far  less  than  is  actu- 
ally needed  for  the  comfort  of  themselves  and  fami- 
lies. The  cost  of  living  has  materially  increased 
during  the  past  year  without  a  corresponding  increase 
in  support.  It  is  a  shame  that  our  laymen  in  times 
of  such  universal  prosperity  as  this  conference  is  now 
enjoying  have  not  responded  in  the  matter  of  minis- 
terial support.  Only  one  charge  in  the  conference  has 
voluntarily  made  an  increase  in  ministerial  support 
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above  the  estimate  as  made  at  the  first  quarterly  con- 
ferenee.  We  think  there  has  been  an  inerease  in  min- 
isterial support  of  the  conference  as  a  whole,  but  it 
has  not  been  where  it  has  been  most  needed,  nor  has 
it  measured  up  to  the  actual  necessities  of  our  pastors. 

DISTRICT  GATHERINGS,  ETC. 

This  year  we  held  a  Ministerial  Association  and 
Epworth  League  Convention  at  Pa3'ette  in  June,  and 
a  like  meeting  at  Mackay  the  week  following.  These 
gatherings  were  all  successful  in  developing  interest 
in  the  cause. 

Our  Epworth  Leagues  and  Sunday  Schools  are 
doing  better  work  than  ever  before.  We  have  sev- 
eral more  Sunday  Schools  than  we  had  a  year  ago, 
and  several  hundred  more  people  are  in  attendance. 
Nearly  all  our  schools  use  the  publici^tions  of  the 
Church  in  their  work. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice  in  connection  with  our 
Sunday  Schools  that  nearly  all  of  them  are  now  or- 
ganized into  missionary  societies  in  harmony  with  the 
intent  of  the  law  of  the  Church  in  this  matter. 

NEW^  W^ORK   AND   SPECIAI.  OPPORTUNITIES. 

A  year  ago  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Carter  was  assigned 
work  on  a  new  field  lying  about  Idaho  Falls.  He  has 
had  many  conversions  during  the  year;  has  organized 
several  Sunday  Schools  and  three  classes,  and  has  en- 
rolled thirt3'-six  members.  A  definite  circuit  which 
promises  good  returns  in  the  immediate  future  has 
been  blocked  out. 

At  a  place  called  Pleasant  View,  about  seven  miles 
up  the  Payette  River  from  Payette,  Brother  Bird 
has  organized  a  class  of  fourteen  members. 

On  the  Snake  River,  south  of  Shoshone  and  Bliss, 
are  numerous  prosperous  and  growing  settlements 
which  need  the  gospel  and  should  be  supplied  by  us. 
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Brother  McCain  has  visited  these  places,  and  he  re- 
ports that  a  man  is  needed  to  serve  them  as  pastor. 

The  field  about  Emmett  must  be  divided  at  once, 
and  a  pastor  should  live  at  Emmett  and  devote  his 
entire  time  to  that  town  while  another  should  live  at 
Sweet  and  develop  the  surrounding  country,  with 
preaching  places  at  Sweet,  Ola,  Marsh,  Horseshoe 
Bend  and  Pearl. 

Between  Baker  City  and  Huntington  the  railroad 
passes  through  a  rich  though  small  valley.  AtDurkee 
the  people  have  built  a  good  union  church  building, 
and  are  now  calling  for  us  to  supply  them  with  a 
minister. 

We  have  a  small  work  at  Huntington.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  a  man  should  be  appointed  to  this  town 
who  would  also  w^ork  the  valley  just  mentioned. 

For  the  past  two  years  Weiser  and  Huntington 
have  been  united  under  one  pastorate.  Recentl}^  the 
pastor  has  developed,  a  new  work  across  the  Snake 
River  on  Dead  Ox  Flat.  This  new  work  taken  in 
connection  with  Weiser  will  afford  ample  opportunity 
for  whoever  may  serve  this  field. 

In  parts  of  the  conference,  Mormonism  stands  as  a 
perpetual  menace  and  hindrance  to  our  work,  and  by 
their  worldly  customs  lower  the  standard  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  render  it  difficult  to  do  positive  and  defi- 
nite spiritual  work.  Worse  than  this,  however,  is 
the  passion  for  money  which  has  taken  such  a  hold  on 
the  masses  of  society.  It  seems  as  though  the  great 
majorit}^  of  people  were  serving  the  gods  of  silver  and 
✓  gold,  and  were  devoting  their  best  energies  in  this  ser- 
vice. Closely  associated  with  this  spirit  is  that  of 
indifference,  which  lays  hold  of  so  many.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  place  the  literature  of  the  Church  in  such 
families.  I  am  sure  that  the  ministr}^  of  this  confer- 
ence has  from  time  to  time  made  honest  efforts  to 
place  the  Pacific  Christian  Advocate  in  the  homes  of 
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our  people,  and  they  have  failed  in  their  undertakings. 
Effort,  prolonged  and  constant,  must  be  put  forth  by 
our  pastors  until  the  fiinty  rock  of  ignorance,  and 
greed,  and  evil  shall  be  broken  in  pieces. 

New  people  from  all  parts  of  the  land  have  been 
coming  to  us  in  considerable  numbers  of  late.  In- 
crease in  membership  and  working  force  is  marked  in 
many  places.  Our  increase  in  members  last  year 
was  more  than  seventeen  per  cent,  and  we  confidently 
believe  it  will  be  twenty  per  cent  for  this  year .  There 
is  a  new  life  manifest  in  many  parts.  The  country  is 
being  developed.  More  land  is  coming  under  water 
and  cultivation.  All  this  is  encouraging.  People 
are  living  a  little  closer  together,  and  lines  of  commu- 
nication and  transportation  are  bringing  them  into 
closer  touch  with  each  other's  needs  and  feelings. 

We  need  an  able  and  consecrated  ministry;  a  min- 
istry which  will  preach  the  simple  and  plain  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  saving  power  for  a  lost  humanity; 
a  ministry  which  will  be  faithful  in  doing  pastoral 
work,  looking  well  to  the  interests  of  all  classes,  en- 
tering heartily  into  the  details  of  the  work,  and  kindly 
and  cheerfully  urging  upon  all  to  co-operate  in  all  that 
for  the  Church  has  a  being. 

We  need  a  laity  which  shall  be  loyal  to  the  Church 
and  to  all  her  institutions.  Here  is  one  of  our  great- 
est present  needs.  We  say  it  in  sorrow  and  love, — 
but  we  have  a  great  lack  in  loyalty  on  the  part  of 
many  people  who  have  received  their  greatest  mercies 
from  the  Church  which  they  betray  by  their  daily 
conduct. 

Another  need  of  this  conference  is  sufficient  terri- 
tory and  people  to  support  at  least  two  districts.  An 
advantage  of  more  districts  would  be  that  of  larger 
opportunities  for  the  ministry  to  be  stationed  accord- 
ing to  its  likings  and  needs.  At  present  we  are  much 
limited  and  perplexed  in  making  the  appointments. 
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A  school  under  the  control  of  our  own  Church  is 
one  of  the  very  great  needs  of  the  present.  There  is 
no  school  of  Methodism  between  Denver  and  the  Wil- 
lamette River.  We  do  not  need  another  college  or 
university,  but  we  do  suffer  much  loss  because  we 
have  no  school  of  academic  grade.  A  well  equipped 
institution  of  this  character  would  have  a  patronage 
of  at  least  two  hundred  students.  At  present  scores 
of  young  people  from  Methodist  homes  go  to  state  or 
other  schools,  who  w^ould  attend  one  of  our  own  if 
they  had  the  chance,  and  other  scores  do  not  go  at  all. 

PERSONAL  WORK. 

As  your  servant  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  I  have 
abounded  in  labor.  It  has  been  my  policy  to  place 
myself  where  I  thought  I  was  needed  most  and  could 
accomplish  the  greatest  results.  Brethren  in  the  min- 
istry and  out  of  it  have  earnestly  co-operated  with  me 
in  the  work,  and  without  their  help  I  could  not  have 
done  the  work  which  was  demanded,  I  have  traveled 
without  serious  accident,  by  all  kinds  of  conveyance, 
21,500  miles,  have  preached  153  times,  in  more  than 
half  a  hundred  different  places,  have  held  the  usual 
number  of  quarterly  conferences,  and  have  paid  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  business  interests  of  the  Church. 
It  has  been  my  aim  to  aid  the  ministers  in  their  work, 
to  help  them  to  a  better  support,  and  to  make  it  easier 
for  them  to  do  the  work  set  before  them.  If  in  any 
respect  I  have  failed  in  this  I  am  sorry.  If  I  have  ac- 
complished my  purpose  in  any  respect  I  rejoice.  I 
heartily  thank  all  people  for  their  uniform  kindness 
and  love,  and  I  pray  the  blessing  of  Heaven  upon  all.

RESOLUTIONS  OF  INCORPORATION. 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  notice  pre- 
viously given,  the  Conference  now  proceed  to  elect 
seven  trustees,  who  shall  take  necessary  steps  for  the 
legal  incorporation  of  this  Conference  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  Idaho. 

First  :  Resoved,  That  the  corporate  name  of  the 
body  shall  be  the  "Idaho  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church." 
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Second  :  Resolved,  That  the  trustees  thus  to  be 
elected,  are  hereby  instructed  to  frame  the  said  ar- 
ticles of  incorporation,  so  that  they  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office  shall  have  power  to  bu}',  hold,  manage 
sell  and  convey  real  estate  under  the  direction  of  the 
Conference;  and  to  receive  and  administer  personal 
property,  gifts,  annuities  or  endowments  for  religious, 
charitable  or  educational  objects,  and  to  transact  such 
other  legal  business  as  may  relate  to  the  maintenance 
and  advancement  of  the  interests  of  said  Church  and 
Conference. 

Third  :  Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes.  The  first 
class  shall  be  composed  of  three,  and  the  second  and 
tiiird  classes  of  two  trustees  each,  said  classes  to  serve 
three  3  ears,  two  years  and  one  year  respectively.
